parcels of such land or of rights in or over such land , to the Central Government, containing his recommen 
dations on thc objections, together with the record of the proceedings held by him , for the decision of that 
Government . 
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(3) For the purposes of this section a person shall be deemed to be interested in land who would be 
entitled to claim an interest in compensation if the land or any rights in or over such land were acquired 
under this Act." 

Note : 3 The Coal Controller, 1, Council House Street, Calcutta , has been appointed by the Central 
Government as the competent authority under the Act.

As a result the minimum basic wage 
of the lowest grade unskilled worker ( Grade E ) was 
raised from Rs. 61. 50 to Rs. 520 pm , This has 
to be treated as a different factor which had come 
to stay in an entirely different situation long after 
the certification of the standing orders and which 
had not been in the perspective of the author of 
the standing orders at the time of certification , In 
the year 1975 the lowest wage was roised to Rs. 260 
and at that time the union did not raiso any dispute 
for the annual Icave and the casual loave. In the 
said clause strong enįphasis lies in the category 
of employees belonging to Grade VII and not in 
the quentum of wages. Therefore the claim of 
the petitioncs minion cannot bc accepted . Award 
may he passed dismissing the claim of the petitioner 
union . 


5 . One witness was examined on the side of the petitioner 
union and Exs, W - 1 to W - 7 have been marked , One witness 
was examined on the side of the management and Ex, M - 1 
to M - 31 have been marked . 


6 . The only point for our consideration is : Whether the 
demand of the India Cement Employees Union , Sankari 
West, Salem on the management of the India Cements Ltd ., 
Sankari West, Salam for grant of 30 days Annual leave for 
cvcry 11 months of service and 14 davs casual leave in a 
vear to all employers as rer C1. 10 (a ) and 10 ( b ) of the 
Stonding Order anplicable to the establishment of M /s .

7 . The Point . This dispute has been raised by tho India 
Cementa Emnloyees Union . Sankari West, for grant of 30 
duys annual leave for every 11 months of service and 14 days 
they have in a year to all the employees as per C1, 10 ( a ) and 
10 ( b ) of the Standing Orders applicable to the respondent, 
It is the admitted case of the respondent that such leave are 
enioyed by the stuff members thode who work in the office , 
The netitioner- uninn has raised this dispute for extending 
quch facilities to the worlimen ammoloved in the factory and 
minn Also . The resnordent has. rontended that such leave is 
applirable only to the staff members who are in surervisory 
canncity in category Nu). VIT and not to any of the workmen 
those who tre in this lesser categories, 

Section 10 (? ) and 10 (b ) of the Standing Orders read as 
follows :

Ex , M -2 is the report of the Wage Board of the year 1960. 
At page No. 76 para No . 13. 19 . 1 the wage structure for 
clerical and lower technical and supervisory staff has been 
given. During that period the basic salary for the lowest 
clerical grade commenced with Rs. 70 p .n . For tho VII 
grado cmployoes who were supervisory staff, the grade com 
menced from Rs. 150 . This wage board was accepted by all 
the Cement Industries throughout India . The report of the 
Sccond Central Wage Board for Cement Industry was publi 
shed in the year 1967 and the same is marked as Ex. M - 3 
whcrein as per the recommendations for grade VI the basio 
salary was fixed at Rs. 150 p . m , and for Grade vif the basic 
salary was fixed at Rs. 180 pm . Tois is clearly seen at pago 
No. 62 of Ex. M - 3 . Ex , M - 11 is tho annexure IV to the 
agreement entered into between the various union in India 
and the various Cement Industries which came into effect 
on 1 - 3 - 1977. According to Ex. M - 11 the basic salary of 
everyone of them had been raised above Rs. 150 . The 
minimum basic salary was fixed at Rs. 285 p . nl. Ex. M - 12 
is the award pass . d by Shri G , Ramanujam and R . P . Nevatja 
who were appointed as Arbitrators. At page No. 29 the 
demand made by the union for 30 days privilege leave and 
15 days casual leave has been stated . However such leaves 
were not granted by the arbitrators under Ex. M - 12 . The 
various unions demanded 15 days privilege leave , 10 day : 
sick leave and 5 dãyg casual leave with full pay and allow 
ances to be added to the existing quantum of leave facilities 
for all employees. In the memorandum submitted to the 
Board and Arbitration comprising of Sarvashri G . Ramanujam 
sind M . H . Dalmia hy the India Cements Employees Union , 
Saokari is marked as Ex M - 15 whorein the union has deman 
ded 30 days of earned Icave and 14 days C . L . p . 2 . to the 
workers froin Grude VII. Ex . M - 16 is the settlement u / s. 
12 ( 3 ) and 18 ( 3 ) of thc I. D . Act, 1947 before the Chief 
Labour Commissioner (Contral) New Delhi wherein no 
change was made in the privilere leave , annual leave and 
casual leave. Tho snid settlement was in furce till 31 - 3 -92 . 
In Ex. M - 17 , demand was raised by thc workmen on 26 -1 - 93 
wherein on the uning has demanded 15 days privilegc leave , 
10 days sick leave and 5 days casual leave with full pay and 
Ollowerces thescby added to the existing quantum of leave 
facilities for all employees. Ex . M - 18 is the settlement u / s 
12 ( 3 ) und 18 ( 3 ) of the I. D . Act, dated 31- 7 - 92 signed by 
various inions and employers throughout India . There ja 
10 pmvisions for 30 davs annual leave and 14 days casun ) 
leave in an year in the settlemont. 

8 . A reading of CI. 10 ( a ) of the Starding Order clearly 
shows that 30 days L . L . was granted to thc employees whoso 
magic pay was Rs. 150 nm . and abve to Grade VTI . Ex. 
M - 2 was of the yer 1959 and published in the year 1960 
In thosc orders, the basic salary was very much less comparing 
to the basic salary at the time of the reference in the year 
1990 . Originally the respondent cement factory was not 
having the mines . The mining operation was done by an 
ather company by name Star Construction and Transport 
Company and the maid company alongwith the workers WAS 
taken over by the respondent India Cements on the sam , 
service conditions and the Standing Order . What was appli. 
cable to the workers of the said company continuously wa4 
10plicable 10 the workers of the respondent India Cement 
aso . As already gtated as per Ex . M - only grat to . VI 
who were in the supervisory staff along war 1971 l ily , 1975 
salary of Rs. 150 . All others were paid much less than that. 
As cer Ex. M - 3 in the year 1967 alongwith Grade VIT whose 
hinsic salary was fixed of Rs. 180 the basic salary for grado 
VI was fixed at Rs. 150 Ex. M - 11 shows that the basic 
sary for Grasle 1 to 7 were above Rs. 285 . Tho lowest 
again salary was Rs. 285 p . m . Therefore hy 1977 $ 11 the 
stoff members and workmen received the basic salary nt moro 
than R 150 nm . It is clear from C1, 10 ( a ) of the Standing 
Odlar that 30 laus annual leave for i period of 11 months 
ind 15 days C . L . for an year was given to the supervisory 
staff and not to others . As dave passed , the basic salary of 
everyone has herp raised from time to time. The petitioner : 
uninn has hased it s claim on the basis that the emplovec 
whose hagic nov was Rs. 1.50 r .m , or more are entitled to 
have such leave privileces. The contention of the petitioner : 
paina ponnot. he quinported for the reason that it was meant 
only for the supervisory staff and not tnr everyone. whose 
horir later was Rs 150 and above. Since the provisions 
rom the Stalinn Orders were framed in the vear 1965 thu 
followed Fx, M - 2 wage board and fired Rs 150 hasic salary 
to the supervisorv staff . We are more concerned with the 
annual leive and the casual leave demanded hv the petitioner 
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union . However with a view dife ! c : a . The claim of 
the petitioner -union it is absolutely necessary to quote thil 
basic salary ani thercaſier to decide thc privilege attached 
to the mail employees who are receiving such basic salary , 
Ex, M -? she ws that in those years tho minimum basic salary 
was is. 70 rm . Had they thought fit to introduce such 
leave fouilities to every one of the craployee they would 
have stated that such leave fucility can be enjoyed by the 
workmen who was drawing a basic salary of Rs. 70 . How 
ever , in their wisdom they fixed Rs. 150 basic salary to enable 
any employee to have 30 days annual leave and 16 days C . L . 
in a year. For these reasons the clim of the petitioner union 
that all thosc employees who are drawing basic salary of 
Rs. 150) and above are clivible to get 30 days annual leave 
and 14 days C . L . in a year cannot be accepted . 

9 . There is a subtle difference between the workmen and 
employee. Workmen are skilled , som skilled unskilled 
and cleric :il category , but whereas the employee who is in the 
supervisory gräule is not a workman . The definition of 
workman u /s . 2 ( s ) of the I, D . Act, clearly proves this , 
One who is employed in supervisory capacity is not a work 
man . The basic salary fixed at Rs. 150 pm . was for the 
staff members who were in the supervisory capacity and not 
for the workmen . So the worken cannot claim such leave 
facilition saying that it is equally applicable to them also . 


10 . We have sech various wage board recommendations , 
12 ( 3 ) and 18 ( 1 ) settlements and arbitration awards liko 
Exs . M - 2 , M - 3 , M -11, M - 12 and M - 18 . In none of these 
documents ny claim which is smaller to that of the petitioner 
union has been accepted . Though such claim has been 
made under Ex . M - 13 and M - 15 . the sumic has not been 
acccpted liv the management or their renresentatives . It is 
also clear from the documents filed on the side of the l es 
pondent that all the settlements have been entered into 
between the parties for the entire workers and employees in 
the cement industry in India . It is clcar from the various 
settlemit that such n claim has not becn accepted in any 
of the settlements which cover similar workmon throughout 
India . 


11 . Ex . M - 3 settlement which was signed on 10 -5 - 1989 
was in forc : till 31 - 3 - 1992. During the period of reference 
Éx , M - 16 settlement was in force . Even earlier the other 
settlements were in force . However sich settlements bind 
the members of the petitioner union also . During the sub 
Listence or the settlement the retilioner- upion cannot raise 
any dispute regarding any matter which is covcred by a settlc 
ment. However, the petitioner union has raised this dispute 
during the subsistence of various settlements . In the 
M31919ement of Binny Ltd ., (Band C Mills ) Vs. The Govern 
ment of Tamilnadu ( 1989 I LLJ P 180 at page 196 it has 
been held ) ; 
" In the case of units governed by subsisting and valid 

settlements , no dispute can be countenanced with 
respect to the subject matter of such settlement."

He was 
promoted as Clerk during the year 1977. While 
he was working in Chirala Branch he was served 
with a chargo sheet dated 20 - 8 - 1988 with the allega 
tions that he did not account for an amount of 
Rs. 2 , 741 . 35 in the books of the Branch nor adjus 
ted the same under L . D , Account No . 404 /84. Sml. 
T . Lingamma had P . D . Account and Loan Account. 
She made an upplication for closure of the P . D , 
Account and for refund of the balance amount 
lying in her P .

Having thus admitted to have received the crerlit slip and 
having admitted that he did not credit the amount, he later 
found that his vorsion in handing over the credit slip to tho 
party herself is absurd . It is also pointed out by the Enquiry 
Officer that the Petitioner himself could have verified from 
the officers if he has any doubt and could not have handed 
over the credit slip to the party herself. Then in the explana 

to tho show cause notice he comes forward with th s 
version that the credit slip was not prepared and given to 
him at all. He relied upon some discrepancy in Ex. M -23 
loan account of Smt. T , Lingamma in support of his conten 
tion that the Credit slip was not given at all. His contention 
about the credit slip being not given in all in his 
explanaion Ex. M -34 to the show cause notice is extracted 
as follows :

404 /84 was 
actually prepared by the department, then the samo 
should have passed through three persons bcforo 
reaching the Cashier , viz ., the Clerk in the loans on 
Securities Dopartment, the Officer supervising the 
department and the scroll officer . It is a mystyy 
that none of them remembered the voucher even ag 
it did not return to them by the close of business 
hours . 


This clearly goes to prove that the two debit vouchers 

sent to the Cashier wero not accompanied by tho 
Credit voucher mentioned in the charge - sheet. The 
inscription on the debit slip instructing the Cashier 
to deduct a sum of Rs. 2741. 35 was written by 
the Department only after noticing their lapses." 


14 . Ho relied upon the fact that it was contended for the 
Management that the amount of Rs. 2 ,741. 35 is only due from 
Smt. Lingamma to the Bank under the loan account but it 
can be seen from Ex . M -25 marked as Ex . M - 7 before the 
Enquiry Officer the loan ledger account of Smt. Lingamma, 
that an amount of Rs. 2 ,776 . 90 was actually due to the Bank 
trom her . The Disciplinary Authority as well as Appellate 
Authority has explained the circumstance . They have stated 
that this amount of Rs. 2 , 776 . 90 was due by 21- 9 - 1985 and 
not by 12 - 8 - 1985. As the account remained unclosed , the 
interest carried out, once in aquarter , upto 24 - 6 - 1987 .
